SEARCH IS FUTILE 


A search of the desert area sur 
rounding th e wreck and along the 
highw ay also failed to reveal trace 
of the d riv er of the car. Later po­ 
lice received word from relatives 
th at W ilmas was safe and only 
slightly injured. 
The crash having occurred ou t­ 
side of th e jurisdiction of local 
police, the investigation is now 
being conducted by th e California 
Highway patrol office at Banning.

Will Have to Last 


Six Months, Word 


October 31 deadline on Shoe 
Coupon No. 18 in Ration Book 1 
was removed this week and the 
expiration 
date 
is 
indefinite. 
Stamp No. 18 will therefore over­ 
lap the new stamp which will go 
into effect Nov. 
1. This new 
stamp has been designated by the 
OPA as Stamp No. 1 on the air­ 
plane sheet of Book 3. 
No closing date was set for this 
stamp but local ration board of­ 
ficials believe it will not be be­ 
fore May 1. Thus the new coupon 
will last six months, cutting down 
the number of pairs of shoes per 
person per year to two. 
But, the OPA notice continued, 
this is not necessarily true for 
shoe stamps are not set on a 
yearly quota basis. 
"The policy 
in 
fixing 
shoe 
stamp periods is to make each 
period as short as the available 
supply in inventories and new 
production w arrant.” 
Ample warning will be given of 
shoe coupon expiration dates.

Test for Special 


Traininq Nov. 9 


The second Qualifying Test for 
the Army Specialized Training 
Program and the Navy College 
Program V-12 
which 
will be 
given throughout the country on 
Tuesday, November 9, will be ad­ 
ministered at the Palm Springs 
Union high school, Dr. E. E. Oer- 
tel announced today. • 
A phamphlet of general infor­ 
mation which contains an ad­ 
mission—identification form may 
be obtained at the high school 
office. This form properly filled 
out will admit to the test stu­ 
dents between the ages of 17 and 
21 inclusive who are recent high 
school graduates or who will be 
graduated by March 1, 1944. In­ 
tent to take the test should be 
made known immediately to Dr. 
Oertel in order that the necess­ 
ary test supplies may be ordered. 


SIMILAR TESTS 


The same examination will be 
taken by both Army and Navy 
candidates. The examination is 
designed to test the aptitude and 
general knowledge required for 
the program of college training 
and all qualified students are 
urged to take the test. At the time 
of the test each candidate will be 
given a choice of service prefer­ 
ence, but taking the test does not 
obligate the candidate to enlist in 
the service. 
The Army Specialized Training 
Program and the Navy College 
Program enable students to con­ 
tinue academic training at gov­ 
ernment expense following in­ 
duction into the armed services. 
Successful completion of the pre­ 
scribed courses may, following 
further officer training, lead to a 
commission in the Army or the 
Navy. 


EXPENSES PAID 


Those selected for the Army 
will, after further screening and 
basic military training, be sent to 
college. Students chosen for the 
Navy Program, after selection by 
the Office of Naval Officer Pro­ 
curement, will be detailed direct­ 
ly to college. Students who a t­ 
tend college under either of the 
programs will be under military 
discipline on active duty in uni­ 
form with pay. All expenses, in­ 
cluding 
tuition, 
food, 
housing, 
books, and uniforms will be paid 
by the Army or the Navy.

Sheppard Looking 
Toward U. S. Senate 
Is Current Rumor 


Of interest in Palm Springs, 
which was in his congressional 
district until reappointment last 
year, was the report this week 
that Harry Sheppard will seek the 
seat in the U. S. senate at stake in 
the next election when Senator 
Sheridan Downey’s term expires. 
Sheppard first went to congress 
from the old 19th district which 
comprised Riverside, San B ernar­ 
dino and Orange counties. When 
the district was split up he was 
returned to congress again by his 
new district which was made up 
of San Bernardino county and a 
small part of Los Angeles county. 
John Phillips succeeded him as 
representative of Riverside coun­ 
ty which went into the new dis­ 
trict. 
Downey will seek re-election 
but will have to fight it out in 
the democratic primaries 
with 
several prominent democrats of 
whom Sheppard is mentioned as 
one of the leading candidates. 


The trip was made on a former^ 
luxury liner, which was a part of 
a convoy. When Lt. Meyer, a for­ 
mer resident of Banning, went on 
board she started a letter to her 
mother, and she continued to 
write on it at intervals until she 
arrived at her destination which 
is not known to her mother. # 
Lt. Meyer wrote: “After we left 
camp we went to the Port of Em­ 
barkation. There we felt as if we 
were in a nunnery. We went to 
mess hall and back to our rooms. 
One night they let us go to the 
little Officers’ Club near us for 
coca colas if we only stayed 
thirty minutes! Of course the rea­ 
son was that there was so much 
to do to get ready that they had 
to have us right at hand. 
“We got up at 3 a. m. one morn­ 
ing for our new clothes issue. 
Uncle Sam surely has outfitted 
your daughter well. O. D. to re­ 
place all the blue wool plus 4 
pairs brown shoes, a purse, hat 
and fine overcoat and raincoat. 
Never felt better dressed. 
"Finally the day arrived to 
leave. We knew it in the morn­ 
ing—morale was high everyone 
just rarin’ to go. We sang all day 
long and the favorite song was 
‘Don’t Sit Under the Apple Tree,’ 
and a close second was ‘I’ve Got 
Six Pence. 
“So finally the hour came. We 
were an impressive looking group 
all lined up in our .O D. uniforms, 
packs, overcoats on our left arm. 
There was not a sound as we 
filed out and all took our places in 
line. When we got to the dock 
there was a band and they lined 
us up and the Red Cross gave us 
coffee and doughnuts. I never 
tasted better coffee. Please give at 
least $10 to the Red Cross for me 
this Christmas. I could never give 
them enough to pay for that cup 
of coffee at that particular mo­ 
ment. It was hot and delicious 
and as much as you wanted. En­ 
listed men, officers, nurses all got 
the same. The women were vol­ 
unteer workers, and out at that 
time of night on the docks they 
surely looked good. 
"When we got on the boat we 
were overcome by our accomoda­ 
tions. We have state rooms, a 
room steward, and eat in a dining 
salon eight at a table and the 
table has a linen cloth and expert 
serving. The food is delicious. We 
eat twice a day and my meal 
hours are 9:30 a. m. and 6:30 p. 
m. 


DESTINATION UNKNOWN 


"Sure is funny not to know 
where we are going—but we are 
in convoy and surely well pro­ 
tected. Everyone is in good spirits 
and so lazy—get up at 8—eat at 
9:30 then go up on deck and find 
a corner to sit down and sun. 
Someone always has a victrola 
going and right now across the 
lobby there is a piano trombone 
and violin going. Then, we dress 
for dinner. Have to be in full uni­ 
form. The girls are wearing their 
beige dresses. After dinner we go 
decking. The officers and nurses 
go up and watch the ship cut 
through the phosphorous and try 
to pick out the silhouettes of the 
other ships. Last night I was 
decking with three officers. We 
sat on a box of some sort. There 
is not much romancing, everyone 
just wants someone to hang over 
the rail with and the talk is 
mostly about w hat we are going 
to do when the war is over. First 
opinion is that they are going to 
just sit for awhile, and the other 
is that no one wants to go back 
to w hat they were doing before 
the war. 
“We each have life preservers 
and are required to carry them 
with us everywhere we go. It 
just is second nature to pick them 
up 


going on serious business but I 
would not have missed it for any­ 
thing. 


WATER RATIONED 


“Our water is rationed, but it is 
surprising how we figure and get 
along. I have even managed to 
wash my hair and a couple of 
blouses. We use two half helmet­ 
fuls for a bath. Wash ourselves 
then our pants and stockings. 
Then we rinse our clothes, then 
ourselves! The water is soft and 
that is why we are so successful 
with a small amount. At night we 
go to bed with our slacks, shirt, 
overcoat, life belt and canteen of 
fresh w ater in the bed with us. I 
sleep so soundly and each morn­ 
ing so far I have waked to blue 
skies and calm sea and you real­ 
ize another night has passed safe­ 
ly. Not that any of us worry. It 
is surprising what a feeling of 
confidence you have. 
“The blackout is something to 
see. Upon deck you can barely 
make out the outlines of the ship 
next to you. The stars are beau­ 
tiful and Scorpio is still there 
even in the middle of this ocean. 


“LAND” 


"Yesterday was one of the nic­ 
est days yet and still it was typ­ 
ical of all of them. We have had 
two days of choppy weather — 
then yesterday dawned bright, 
clear and calm. Willis and I got 
ourselves situated in the very 
front of the ship as we were due 
to see land. 
“Then a fog enveloped the boat 
and our hair and faces were as 
wet as if it had rained. We came 
out of the fog to a calm and bright 
world and far ahead of us so 
vague we could not believe we 
were really seeing it was a dark 
rim around the horizon. It was 
land! That was a quarter to 
twelve. We stayed up there un­ 
til four thirty. The country look­ 
ed like California. We were ap­ 
proaching the Straits of Gibral­ 
tar you could see land on both 
sides and it reminded me of Sal­ 
tón Sea. I dressed for dinner at 
four thirty and went back up at 
five o'clock. The w ater was calm 
and still. We could see a small 
village on the African coast and 
the big rock of G ibraltar on the 
other. Well, my Uncle Sam has 
surely brought us on a fine cruise. 
We barely moved along and there 
was hardly a sound as the boat 
cut through the water. As one 
of the officers said when we saw 
land, 'It looks good to me—I don’t 
care who owns it.' We were one 
of the few, if not the first, to go 
through by daylight and feel for­ 
tunate to have seen it all. 
“Time to wind up this epistle 
and the next will be from terra- 
firma. I am loathe to leave this 
luxury cruise; good meals and 
service, like we had at Haddon 
Hall. From now on it will prob­ 
ably be a hard row to hoe until 
we are settled once more. 


THE EXCITEMENT 


“Had a little excitement last 
night. I have hung over the rail 
night and day so if it ever did— 
and of course I was in my state­ 
room at the time and I could not 
get my head back out of the 
door. It was soon over but they 
kept us under cover the rest of 
the night. We had plenty of time 
to get in slacks and pack our few 
things we wanted in our life 
belt pockets. I could not decide 
what I wanted and all the tim e I 
thought of when grandma Allen 
packed her bag at the apartm ent 
and all she had was her corset 
and black slippers. This morning 
the girls have been comparing 
notes and the items chosen run 
like this: 
1—lipstick, 2—comb,

test. Of course it is hard to real­ 
ize that the other side is not 
really fooling. I know one thing, 
I would have been lots more 
scared if it had been our Am eri­ 
cans after us. They do not miss! 
Which brings me to our boys. If 
the people at home could but see 
them. There is no wonder we 
have the best army in the world 
—nothing stops them, not even 
being crowded in on a transport. 
Willis and I have been entertain­ 
ed watching their antics. They 
read, play cards, shoot craps and 
that continued scuffling. An of­ 
ficer is on duty with them each 
hour during the day in various 
parts of the ship. One w ent on 
duty and the boys said: ‘Lieut., 
want a hot bath?’ They have got 
a system of heating water in the 
kitchen and were having hot 
baths! They tie their clothes to 
ropes and drag them overboard, 
then pull them up, soap a little 
and over the side to rinse. 
"A pat to Jerry — one more 
thing—there is a dog smuggled on 
the ship. One of the outfits when 
they left their home station, the 
Colonel said: ‘You can not take 
that dog.’ ‘No, sir,’ but the dog 
was already on the train in the 
kitchen in a big G. I. can. When 
they got to the Port of Em barka­ 
tion they trained the dog to be 
quiet in a barracks bag—so th at is 
how they brought her on. I guess 
you would have to shoot the 
whole company to separate them 
from that dog. Even the officers, 
when you mention her, their eyes 
light up and they go into detailed 
accounts of Blackie and her pro 
—only a chosen few know this 
and I am looking forward to 
meeting her. They say she hates 
civilians and wants to eat them 
up—but anything in a G. I. uni­ 
form is O. K.

Says Wartime Speed 


Interfers With Bus 


Transportation 


How the bus industry could 
serve w artim e travelers better if 
the 
35-mile 
speed 
restrictions 
w ere lifted as it applies to buses, 
was stressed today by F. W. Ac­ 
kerm an, Vice President of Paci­ 
fic G reyhound Lines. 
“D espite w artim e restrictions, 
buses are now carrying m ore than 
half of all intercity passengers 
and could assume a greater bur­ 
den of essential travel if road 
speed 
lim itations 
were 
eased,” 
Mr. A ckerm an said, quoting from 
a report of the N ational Associa­ 
tion of M otor Bus Operators. 
M any of the restrictions which 
ham pered the bus operators in 
m eeting w artim e transportation 
dem ands 
have 
been 
partially 
overcome, the association points 
out, but the industry could make 
a 
g reater 
contribution 
if 
the 
highw ay speed lim it for the inter­ 
city carriers was raised. The as­ 
sociation’s report shows th a t the 
reduction in m axim um speed to 
35 m iles per hour has failed to 
produce appreciable savings in 
either rubber or m otor fuel so far 
as the intercity bus industry is 
concerned. On th e other hand, 
the slow er speeds have interfered 
with the efficiency of bus opera­ 
tion, by 
requiring more 
m an­ 
power in driver and m echanic 
personnel, 
and 
causing 
undue 
w ear upon engines, transm issions 
and clutches. 


L eaders of the industry contend 
th at if intercity buses w ere a l­ 
lowed to operate at a m axim um of 
45 miles per hour on the open 
highway, a substantially increas­ 
ed num ber of passengers could be 
carried 
w ith 
additional 
equip­ 
m ent or personnel.

HOW TO MAIL OVERSEAS 


CHRISTMAS GIFTS FOR ARMY 


AND NAVY PERSONNEL 


1. Whenever possible, select small gifts that take a minimum of 


cargo space. 


2. Sealed packages of non-perishable matter weighing 8 ounces or 


less may be sent prepaid at the first class rate of 3c an ounce, without 


request from the service men or women. 


3. Other packages not exceeding 5 pounds in weight, 15 inches in 


length, and 36 inches in length and girth combined, will be accepted 


for overseas mailing. 


4. PROHIBITED MATTER: Intoxicants, inflamable materials (in­ 


cluding matches of all kinds and lighter fluids), injurious chemicals. 


No perishable matter should be included. 


5. PACKING: Use strong paper and twine, corrugated cardboard, 


or a special shipping box of proper size. 


6. ADDRESSING: Print clearly on label the name, rank, serial 


number, branch of service, organization, APO number or naval unit 


to which the serviceman is assigned and the postoffice through which 


the parcels are to be routed.

If C hristm as gifts intended for 
arm y and navy personnel over­ 
seas are to reach their destina­ 
. tions before Dec. 25, they m ust 
be m ailed before O ctober 15, lo­ 
cal postal officials announced to­ 
day. 
A fter 
the 
latter 
date, 
such 
* lockages m ay not be m ailed un- 
S t a w ritten request from the 
OTaier for the article is present­ 
ed w ith each parcel. “B ut,” add 
officials, “no soldier should have 
to ask for a Christm as gift.” 
Among the reasons given by the 
governm ent for its early mailing 
dates are the vast distances most 
parcels m ust travel, the fact that 
m ail m ust often be forw arded 
following a m an’s tran sfer to a 
new post and the necessity for 
giving 
preference 
at 
tim es to 
articles essential to the success­ 
ful prosecution of the w ar. 
These 
are 
situations 
which 
those back hom e need to keep al­ 
w ays in mind. Failure to m ail 
gifts early m eans friends and 
relatives overseas m ay experience 
keen disappointm ent in not re­ 
ceiving 
packages 
w hen 
others 
serving w ith them do. The safest 
step, say officials, is to m ail p a r­ 
cels as soon after Sept. 15 as pos­ 
sible. 
RULES FOR MAILING 
Rules for shipping of Christm as 
packages, first made public in 
June to aid early shoppers, in­ 
clude: 
The parcel m ust not exceed five 
pounds and m ust not be more 
than 15 inches in length or 36 
inches in length and girth com­ 
bined 
and 
should be 
m arked 
“C hristm as parcel” so th a t it may 
be given special attention to as­ 
sure its arrival before Dec. 25. 
N ot more than one parcel may 
i 
4 
be m ailed in any one w eek to the 
same m em ber of the arm ed forces 
by or in behalf of the sam e m ail­ 
er. 


The parcel m ust be w ell and 
strongly packed, in a container 
of 
m etal, 
wood, 
strong 
fiber 
board, or sim ilar m aterial, then 
wrapped in strong paper and tied 
w ith twine. The cover should be 
such that it can be opened read ­ 
ily for censorship. The contents 
should be packed tightly. 
Perishable goods, such as fruits 
that m ay spoil, are prohibited. 
Intoxicants, inflam able m aterials 
such as m atches or lighter fluids, 
poisons, and anything th at m ay 
dam age other m ail are also pro­ 
hibited. G ifts enclosed in glass 
should be substantially packed so 
avoid 
breakage. 
Sharp 
instru­ 
ments, such as razors and knives, 
m ust have their edges and points 
protected so th at they cannot cut 
through the coverings and injure 
postal personnel or dam age other 
packages. 
Since the arm ed forces are be­ 
ing plentifully supplied w ith food 
and clothing, the arm y and navy 
advise against these as gifts. 


TYPICAL ADDRESSES 
Addresses 
m ust 
be 
w ritten 
clearly and completely. In addi­ 
tion to the return address of the 
sender, a parcel for an arm y m an 
should show the name, rank, arm y 
serial num ber, branch of service, 
organization, 
arm y 
post 
office 
num ber, and nam e of post office 
through 
w hich 
the 
parcel 
is 
routed. A typical address for an 
arm y m an is: 
P rivate John R. Doe (Arm y ser­ 
ial num ber) 
Com pany F, 167th Infantry 
A. P. O. 810, % Postm aster 
New York, N. Y. 
The address on a parcel for a 
navy m an should include the 
nam e and ran k of the addressee, 
the naval unit to which he is a t­ 
tached and the navy num ber as­ 
signed thereto, or the nam e of his 
ship, and the fleet post office 
through 
w hich 
the 
parcel 
is 
routed. A typical navy address is:

SUPPORT THE BI-ANNUAL 
ELECTION AMENDMENT 


“G overnm ent of the people, by 
the people and for the people.” It 
is on this potent phrase th a t our 
S tudent 
Body 
G overnm ent 
is 
based. However, th is year’s stud­ 
ent body election w as no t a true 
exam ple of dem ocratic govern­ 
ing. Unlike past years, th ere was 
only a few candidates running 
for offices. In spite of th e fact 
th at there w ere m any students 
capable of holding offices, only a 
few were able to fulfill the schol­ 
astic 
requirem ents 
w hich 
are 
necessary fo r candidacy. 
To m ake o u r . Student G overn­ 
m ent a true democracy again this 
year, a plan has been form ulated, 
and arrangem ents are being made 
to p u t a new issue before the 
C ouncil for vote. A n am endm ent 
to th e constitution provides for 
a bi-annual election, one in Sep­ 
tem ber and one in January. 
Two purposes lie behind this 
plan— (1) to give unqualified stu­ 
dents who can qualify for offices 
by January the chance to run, 
and (2) to give m ore students 
an opportunity to participate di- 
dectly in th e S tudent Council. 
N aturally, good argum ents can 
be presented against bi-annual 
elections. However, one has to ad­
